CARTO alleges that the only crime of YOCKEY was to 
write a book, ''Imperium'' and that for this he had to die. 

ACARTO alleges that the State Department in 1952 
refused to renevl the passport of YOCKEY and that a game then 
developed between the FBI and YOCKEY because the FBI had re¬ 
ceived instructions to keep YOCKEY under surveillance at all 
times. When YOCKEY's whereabouts was known, the FBI watched 
him night and day, according to CARTO. When he dropped 
temporarily from sight, as he did frequently, his friends, 
relatives and contacts allegedly were interrogated constantly 

by agents who kept repeating they just wanted to talk to him.

CARTO concluded that the spectacle of a man being 
persecuted, framed and driven to hla death simply because he 
wrote a book is not one which could be expected in the 20th 
Century in the land of the froe and the home of the brave. 
CARTO asks, however, whether people in the United States are 
free when a person \Jhose only crime wac to write a book is 
denied a passport, when a citizen can be arrested without a 
warrant and held in jail without charges and under fantastic 
ball, when "free press" vultures can heap scorn upon his head, 
when a sensitive genius can be held in the filthiest of Jails 
with Negro and white criminals, and when a Judge can rule that 
a prisoner is not to have a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial Jury? •

• ‘' CARTO emphasizes that YOCKEY was neither pro-Russian 
. nor anti-Russian, although "certain of his captors” called him 
"anti-American and pro-Russian”. He also alleges that 
accusations of "anti-Semitism" should be interpreted on the 
same level. 

CARTO declares that some weeks after YOCKEY'a death 
by suicide the man who had been charged with railroading him, 
the united States Attorney, suddenly and vjlthout explanation 
resigned from his Job, left his wife and children, and joined 
a monastery. 



A source advised on March 4, 1963 , that mailed 
copies of the book Impcrium 11 enclosed a reprint of an 
article from "Right", #59* August, I960, v/hlch contained <$n 
article entitled "Creative; Genius Driven to Suicide". This 
article alleged that YOCKEY'a doom was sealed from the moment 
"Imporium" was published» The /pnti-Defamation League 
reportedly began a world-wide persecution of YOCKEY and the 
United Gtntea allegedly questioned hundreds of people at a 
coot of thousands of dollars because he was "suspected of 
heading an international conspiracy against the Government." 
The article alleged that these persecutions caused YOCKEY to 
utilise false names and passports as a result of which he 
was arrested in Oakland on June 6, 1960 , with three passports 
and held for $50,000 bail. The article alleged that YOCKEY 
then suffereddthe following illegalities and civil rights 

violations:

The article concluded that.YOCKEY learned that no 
jury trial was to be allotted and that he lost hope, causing 
Mm to commit suicide, His death, however, ha 3 made him a 
martyr for ideas - ideaa that will not die with a thousand 
Anti-Defamation Leagues. 

A letter accompanying mail orders of the second 
edition of "Imperium" publicises the availability of another 
book by YOCKEY, allegedly written and given to a few close 
friends a few months before his death and published in July, 
1961 . This booklet is identified as "The world in Flames" 
and reportedly deals with the approaching war between Russia 
and the west.

Noontide press which Included the "First National Directory

1 | on the above show practically endorsed 

the book Imperium , so-called bible of the NYA, and 
alleged treatise on Nazism or Fascism, but requested 
not to be quoted in this respect, "...right now, I'm 
condeming 1 ~| has for some time operated an 

organization called American-Southern Africa Council 
which concerns itself with support of anit-black South 
Africa. 1 
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He also maintained cartoons and other paraphenalia in his 
office having racial overtones. 

With respect to guidelines set out in MI, Section 
122, it can be said that the NYA has not at this time actually 
or allegedly committed acts of violence to deny others their 
rights under the constitution. It is not apparent at this 
time that the NYA has adopted a policy or has allegedly adopted 
a policy of advocating, condoning or inciting the use of force 
or violence to deny others their rights. 

From the above, it would appear that questions of 
physical violence, racism or Nazism could better be related 
to investigation of particular individuals involved or under 
NSWPP caption rather than risk possible embarrassment to the 
Bureau by conducting an active investigation of the NYA at 
this time. 

Further, investigation of the National Socialist 
White Peoples Party, aka The American Nazi Party, and infor¬ 
mation determined from sources familiar with the NSWPP and 
other White Hate groups in the WDC area has indicated no 
information that the NSWPP is even aware of the existance 
of the NYA. 


In regard to the book, I mperium , by FRANCIS PARKER 
YOCKEY which is held generally to be t he so-called bible of 

NYA, a copy was secured by WFO through_ and the 

following was determined. 

Tirmerinm was w ritten under YOCKEY'S pen name ULICK 
VARANGE. | | wrote an introduction to this book 

and noted that "ULICK" is an Irish given name which means 
"Reward of the mind;" "VARANGE refers Jto a roving band 
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of Norse "heros” who strove to civilize Russia, built the 
Russian aristocracy and were subsequently ’’butchered by the 
Bolscheviks.” 

The book is a lengthy philosophycal discourse on 
history and politics which even CARTO in the introduction 
notes that, ”...there is something for everyone to agree 
with.” He also notes that the book is a ”... Sequel to 
(OSWALD) SPENGLEF'S, ’Decline of the West"'. The book 
does admit to racism, but appears to define race more along 
cultural lines rather than strictly affinity of color. 
According to CARTO, Imperium says, that unless the Western 
Culture begins to believe in itself,and makes an effort for 
self-preservation, it will sicken because of infections and 
dilutions with non-Western cultures (or races) and die. 

Current copies of the book are published by the 
Noontide Press, Sausalito, California, and is available 
through the NYA office in WDC and through Liberty Lobby.

1 For the past several months the National Youth Alliance has been subjected to a series of vicious, 
lying attacks. In December 1970 a copy of a scabrous smear-tabloid called "Statecraft" containing'libel- 
ous material about NYA and about Louis Byers, president of NYA's advisory council, was mailed to NYA's 
members and supporters. Mr.-Byers was called an alcoholic and a swindler who had "defrauded" contribu¬ 
tors to NYA . It was further implied that he was both an atheist .and a worshipper of Satan. 

This was followed by an accusation mailed to Liberty Lobby's supporters in January 1971 that NYA is 
"a cynical group of profiteers posing as patriots." It was implied that NYA had stolen Liberty Lobby's 
mailing list. . '• . . ' ■« 

After that, three more attacks against NYA were mailed out: one to Liberty Lobby supporters and 
two to NYA members and supporters. The last of these was in the April I, 1971, issue of WASHINGTON 
OBSERVER NEWSLETTER and was probably the most vicious of all. It slyly implied that NYA is working 
for Murray Chotiner, one of Richard Nixon's more unsavory advisors, for the purpose of "victimizing and 
frustrating effective conservative organizations." 

All these attacks have been part of a deliberate and malicious campaign to damage NYA, the one 
American youth organization which is effectively opposing the tide of drugs, treason, and nihilism sweep¬ 
ing over so many of our young people today. The man behind that campaign is Willis A. Carto — the man 
who, as you will see below, "owns" Liberty Lobby and several other right-wing "front" operations. 

\ •* 

After the "Statecraft" mailing was made, a libel suit was filed against Carto and three of his accom¬ 
plices . It is civil action number 475-71 in the U ,S . District Court for the District of Columbia, and the 
particulars of the suit are a matter of public record, available to any interested citizen . 

The investigation which was made in conjunction with the libel suit against Carto turned up some 
truly shocking facts. Until now NYA has made no effort to publicize these facts, NYA is not, after all, 
in the business of exposing swindlers. All our efforts are directed towatd one goal; organizing young 
people into an effective force for building a better America. Willis Carto apparently interpreted this for¬ 
bearance on NYA's part as either weakness or ignorance, for he has continued the wholesale circulation of 
his libels against NYA. He has used the "big lie" propaganda technique, in which the guilty party rushes 
to accuse those who have knowledge of his guilt of the very crimes he himself has committed, hoping thus 
to discredit anyone who might subsequently expose him . v 

CartoS attacks have been very costly to NYA. By confusing many of NYA's supporters with his 
false accusations, Carto has caused NYA's income to drop sharply, seriously hampering its work. NYA 
has finally decided, therefore, to set the record straight with a complete public exposure of Carto. It 
should be kept in mind that in exposing Carto NYA has no desire to damage Liberty Lobby, despite the 
fraudulent way that institution is being used to enrich one man at the expense of thousands of patriotic 
Americans. To try to protect Liberty Lobby now, however, by sweeping Willis Carto's deceptions and 
frauds under the rug can only work a greater evil in the long run . In fact, one can already see the de¬ 
structive effect of Willis Carto's influence in the misguided testimony Liberty Lobby has recently been 
giving before Congress (see Exhibit A of the accompanying documents). 

What follows must necessarily be brief. The accompanying photographic documents will be able to 
speak largely for themselves, however. Three principal facts should be called to your attention, namely: 

1. Willis Carto has fraudulently solicited contributions for Liberty Lobby which, in fact, have gone 
into his own pocket. Specifically, in March 1969 he caused to be mailed to Liberty Lobby's members and 
subscribers an emergency appeal, over Curtis Dali's signature, for money to pay off the mortgage on the 
Liberty Building, at 300 Independence Avenue in Washington, D .C ., where Liberty Lobby has its offices. 
The solicitation stated, "If we are unable to come up with $55,000 by midnight of March 26, we will be 
evicted ." The letter went on to tell of the disadvantages of having to rent office space for Liberty Lobby: 
"If we have to rent office space, operations will suffer . ... Rental costs are so high that our overhead 




f would be doubled .... If, on the ojher hand, we can raise the $55,000 ... we will own the Liberty 
Building and the land it sits on." * ’• 

Liberty Lobby's members and subscribers responded generously. The /ApriL.,-1969 issue of LIBERTY 
LETTER carried a picture of Curtis Dali presenting a check for $55,235.27 to the bank holding the Liberty 
Building mortgage. LIBERTY LETTER reported that Dali had "a tear in his eye" during the presentation. 

The sad truth is that Liberty Lobby still does not own the Liberty Building and has no prospect of ever 
owning it. Instead, Liberty Lobby pays rent, at the astronomical rate of $6,000 each month, to the Liberty 
Building's actual owner: Willis Albert Carto. Carto owns the building through one of his many "fronts," 
Government Educational Foundation, Inc. He is chairman of the board and treasurer and his wife is another 
director of the three-man board, making GEF, Inc., Carto's personal corporation, whose assets he can dis¬ 
pose of as he wishes (see Exhibit B, of the deed to the Liberty Building and of the deed of trust signed by 
Carto on January 22, 1965). The complete documents are available from the Recorder of Deeds, District 
of Columbia, for $5 each . 

2. Willis Carto has often made the claim that Liberty Lobby never rents or sells its mailing lists. 

The January 1970 issue of LIBERTY LETTER, for example, stated: "... your name is safe with us. It is a 
private matter. We won't rent or sell your name to an outsider." 

As a matter of fact, Willis Carto has for years been a mailing-list wheeler-dealer, buying, selling, 
and renting the mailing lists of numerous organizations, including Liberty Lobby. He brazenly operates 
his mailing-list rental "front, " Capitol Hill Data Processing Co., from the side door of the Liberty Build¬ 
ing itself (see Exhibit C, the advertising brochure for Capitol Hill Data Processing Co.). 

Note that in addition to the lists on his advertising brochure, Carto also has rented and sold his list 
of current Liberty Lobby Board of Policy members. One such rental was made recently to Mr. Richard Cot- 
ten, the publisher of CONSERVATIVE VIEWPOINT, following a letter from Carto to Mr. Cotten on Octo¬ 
ber 9, 1970, offering the list and setting the price. (Exhibit D is a photocopy of Mr. Cotton's cancelled 
check for the list.) You may write directly to Mr. Cotten, a patriot of unquestioned integrity, for the 
details of this particular transaction. His address appears on his check. 

3. Carto has associated himself with a group of anti-social misfits collectively calling themselves 

"Statecraft," provided them with a copy of NYA's mailing list (which he had copied during the time NYA 
was sharing computer facilities with him), and urged them to represent themselves as the National Youth 
Alliance to NYA's members and supporters (see Exhibit F for Carto' l s letter of endorsement printed in 
"Statecraft Report"). • . . * 

"Statecraft" is such a disreputable publication (see Exhibit G for typical excerpts) that most Liberty 
Lobby supporters will be shocked to learn that a portion of the money they have been sending to Liberty 
Lobby was diverted to "Statecraft." What makes the matter even more shocking is the underhanded way in 
which Carto has used "Statecraft" as a "safe" medium to libel persons or groups against whom he is nursing 
a grudge or considers "competitors." On three occasions Carto has used "Statecraft" to libel former em¬ 
ployees after they left his employ. At the time Carto first associated himself with "Statecraft," it was be¬ 
ing published by an avowed Zionist, Daniel Paulson (Exhibit G), who also wrote for the tabloid under the 
significant alias Jules MacCabee ! 


Carto will stop at no lie in his attempt to maintain the flow of funds he is currently milking from 
Liberty Lobby. Certainly he will deny the facts set forth here and will claim, as he has before when 
threatened with exposure, that it is all a plot by the Anti-Defamation League of BViai B'rith to cripple 
Liberty Lobby. Therefore, if you have the least doubt as to the authenticity of the documents presented 
here, check them for yourself. They are all a matter of public record . 

Furthermore, a number of persons of unimpeachable integrity who are thoroughly familiar with the 
facts cited here can substantiate the charges against Carto. One such person is the distinguished scholar 
and patriot. Professor Revilo P. Oliver, who has provided NYA with a four-page statement which is a- 
vailable upon request. 

Meanwhile, NYA will continue its effort to so thoroughly expose Carto that he will never again 
be able to bilk the American public through any of his pseudo-patriotic "fronts" (see Exhibit H for a

Carto's charge that NYA "stole" his mailing list is as false as his claim that he never rents 
or sells his mailing lists . NYA formerly shared computer facilities with Liberty Lobby, not know¬ 
ing at that time, of course, what if now knows about Carto. In return for NYA promotion of two 
of Carto's "fronts, " AMERICAN MERCURY and the WASHINGTON OBSERVER NEWSLETTER, 
NYA was given the use of Carto's mailing lists in soliciting members and support for NYA. 

After NYA learned a little of the nature of Carto's method of operation and severed its 
relation with him at the end of 1970, Carto angrily submitted bills to NYA for the use of his lists. 
NYA reminded him that these lists had been promised to NYA and refused to pay the exorbitant 
bills. Carto subsequently made his charge that the lists were "stolen" (see Exhibit E for mailing 
list sales invoices to NYA).

Efforts are under way to recontact past members 
of the NS RP in an effort to revive interest in this organization. 
I I is the former secretary-treasurer of the NSRP and is 

familiar with past members and is intimate with NSRP internal 
affairs. 

Efforts are b eing made by I I and other NSRP 

officials to re-recruit 1 1 into the NSRP. 
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While attending recently e hearing directed by the 
Subversive Activities Control Board against the Advance 
Youth Organisation,we were reminded again of the savage 
reality of McCarrant am In our country. Here, under at¬ 
tack, were idealistic young people never charged with 
espionage or illegal activity of any kind. Arrayed a- 
gainst their one able lawyer, Mrs. Mary Kaufman,were 3 
attorneys, and a judge who, because he was appointed by 
the SACB,would find it difficult to render an Impartial 
verdict. The questioning had to do solely with thoughts 
and with wholly legal associations. 

The thoughts,it is knovm, bore on such burning issues 
as the cessation of bomb testing,the repeal of repres- 

of many non-Communist persons and groups. The clear 
purpose of the hearings is to destroy a hated minority- 
holding unorthodox ideas, exhaust Its meagre resources 
and warn all other young people to stay clear of con¬ 
troversial questions. 

The most despicable moment in the hearing came when 
the young stoolpigeon on the stand,who, as a Communist 
forty oomber and FBI agent, had wormed his way to the 
top of Advance.... turned in a list of 72 names. Under 
cross questioning. It was show thnt the majority of the 
72 listed were not Advance members,but persona who had 
attended meetings or indicated an interest in questions 
under discussion. Young people who were exercising the 
right of inquiry and protest were becoming part of the 
FBI records,with the imputation of guilt and disloyalty. 

Here we saw a government agency openly corrupting 
a witness In an unprincipled effort to prove a non¬ 
existent menace,, 

We speak of MoCarranism now not simply in relation 
to a particular law, but as a deadly poison affecting 
our entire life. It rears its ugly head when integra- 
tlonlsta strive for racial justice, peaceworkers for a 
world of trust and understanding, civil libertarians for 
free and wholesome communication. McCarranisn breeds 
state anti-sedition laws like that in LouielanR under 
which segregationist officials raided the offices of 
tha Sou thorn Oon Teranco -Educational — Fu ndrand—the-.hcvnoa — 
of its officers’. 

The CCCL' calls on its supporters and friends to con¬ 
tinue in the campaign' for non-enforcement and repeal. 
Let us try to awaken the consciences of the indiffer¬ 
ent and/uninformad bystanders who do not realize their 
loss ol* freedom and the threat that hangs over thorn. 
Let us make then aware of the morel decay that goes 
with the corrupting fear-mongerJng of the cold war. 
Let each of us In all our acts and associations strive 
to change the climate of fear by reincarnating the his¬ 
toric Ideals enshrined in the Bill of Rights. — - —

IK McC ARRAN I S.M—A THREAT TO CIVIL RIGHTS by Jim Monsonis 

Although the Indictment of Advance has been given 
attention and publicity by civil libertarians through¬ 
out the nation,other political organizations and groups 
whose professional concern is not directly civil liber¬ 
ties have not done the same. I speak here representing 
the civil rights movement,a movement highly Involved in 
the struggle for 3oclal change for which Advance has 
always fought, and wish on behalf of that movement to 
express our anger and protest over the hearings 

It is absolutely essential,to the process of social 
change which this nation so much needs, that there be 
no official force which can say what positions and po¬ 
licies are out of bounds. Such a choice, of acceptance 
or rejection of a particular position,can only be done 
through public decision,not through arbitrary official 
decision. This freedom is essential to us in the civil 
rights movement, as well as all other movements for 
ctange. If the right to advocate change is not allowed, 
as is the case In many of the states in the South where 
we work, if people can be kept from considering a posi¬ 
tion because it has attached to it the label of Ccnnnu- 
nist, then civil liberties are dead,regardless of what 
is officially proclaimed In the Constitution. Govem- 
. raont~rr<»r the ctop—with-fhe -range^or-poostbi-iity. orf 
dally proscribed, has then replaced government of the 
people and by the people. 

For a long time political groups not directly con¬ 
cerned with civil liberties have tended to steer clear 
of controversial civil liberties cases. The feeling has 
been that we have enough to do in our own area of work 
without going beyond it, no matter what our . personal 
sympathies may be. The time has came however to end 
this fiotion. Civil liberties is not apart frtm our 
work — it Is a part our work. And It is a part of 
all of our work.Just as there Is no purs "civil liber¬ 
ties" case, for political content and political posi¬ 
tions are involved In every civil liberties situation 
and affect Judgnents about it, in the same way all po¬ 
litical Judgnents which challenge the status quo in¬ 
volve the right to advocate change and are thus invol¬ 
ved with civil liberties. In Mississippi, in Georgia 
and Alabama, in all of the states of the south, ua are 
not yet fighting a fight for civil rights,-we ara fight¬ 
ing for civil liberties, for the right to protest., the 
right to picket,the right to offer alternatives to the 
status quo.

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ROAD TO FREEDOM_ by Mark Lane 

Shortly after I had accepted an invitation to speak 
here, I received a telephone call from a respected 
friend who advised me against appearing. He spoke In 
glowing terms of a future political career for me. He 
said that the organized sponsors,politically 3onhlsti- 
cated as they are, would understand if I declined to 
apeak. He 3aid that you too would understand. 

I am here not because I fear vour lac* oi under¬ 
standing but because if I did not ccne here to speak 
with you this evening I would not understand., 

It Is true that I may same day re-enter the politi¬ 
cal scene as a candidate.lt is also true that iqy speak¬ 
ing with you tonight,among my other various past sins, 
will not make it easier for that re-entry to be a suc¬ 
cessful one.But my commitment is not—has never been— 
to get elected, but rather to participate in seme way 
in the building of a free society where men and women 
view their fellow human beings with sympathy and con¬ 
cern—where differing skin complexions, languages, poli¬ 
tical ideologies or social systems do not create fear 
and suspicion.I feel that in some small way my preserce 
here tonight is my witness to that commitment. 

■•'Xn-evory land, in every-time.-—the.majority,ha3 al-—•— 
* “Ways'VleWed-'ttie-tiarrlerS'estAlJl l'Shea'b'y'iSffiror-nBture, ■ 
as impassable. But in every land, in every time,there 
have been those few who see tha barriers as an invita¬ 
tion to leap far beyond that which is accepted. To ex¬ 
plore, to learn> to contribute, Columbus and Lenin, 
Jefferson and Ghandl,Christ and Pasteur, could not ac¬ 
cept the walls fabricated by minds limited by fear. Tha 
perspective that history gives to us today, when re¬ 
viewing the lives of those giants of yesterday, if 
brought to bear today upon the problems facing us to¬ 
day, would compel us to act with a greater degree of 
sanity. 

We meet here today in a land potentially the moat 
prosperous ever known to mankind.In a land with a tra¬ 
dition of freedom and liberty. A land that has given to 
our citizens and to th9 whole world a new concept of 
Individual freedom. So long as men value the rights of 
their fellow human beings, Just so long shall men speak 
with pride of our contributions to world society: the 
Bill of Rights,freedom of religion and freedos from it, 
freedom of the press,the right to a trial by a jury of 
one's peers,the right to travel freely—and the source 
of all other rights, the right to vote in secret. But 
these revolutionary concepts -- the essence of Jeffer¬ 
sonian democracy—have not yet become reality here.The 
revolution remains an item of unfinished business on 
the American asende. 

The right to travel—yea, but not to Cuba. The dedi-

is tested only when a citizen wants to go to the coun¬ 
try frowned upon by the Administration What takes place 
In Cuba is of concern and interest to all thinking 
Americans. The real crime is not that some young people 
traveled to Cuba recently. The real crime which may yet 
cost us more than a severe decrease in prestige around 
tha world is that our government has dropped an iron 
curtain around that little island 90 miles from Flori¬ 
da. And that iron curtain, which prevents the begin¬ 
nings of a normal exchange between neighbors.bears the 
imprint for all to see—made in the U.S.A. 

Just as serious—and in a sense even more serious— 
is the Iron curtain now being dropped around those or¬ 
ganizations and individuals who work and live in our 
own country.The MeCarran curtain which seeks to segre¬ 
gate Asaricans into categories—to seal off those with 
ideas held abhorrent by the present Adainistration so 
that those ideas cannot be discussed freely end openly, 
in our land. A man, who I suggest will not be remembered 
a 9 a defender of American liberties, said in tha midst 
of the'3ark 59's of the odious MeCarran Act'f "Once a 
government is committed to the principle of silencing 
the voice of opposition, it has only one way to g>, and 










that is down the path of increasingly repressive meas¬ 
ures, until it becomes a source of terror to all its 
citizens and creates a country where everyone lives in 
fear," 

Those words ware delivered by the then President of 
the U.S.—Harry S. Truman. And now another administra¬ 
tion, a liberal one we are told, is utilizing this very 
Art to harass Americans who hold unpopular ideaB, The 
McCarran Act and similar repressive legislation cannot 
co-exist with the traditional theory of democracy and 
fair play. For the right of the minority to speak and 
be heard is basic In a democratic society.I for one do 
not believe that it is the Government's function to 
tell people what to do in the area of political Ideo¬ 
logy or philosophy. It is the function,I submit, of the 
people to tell the Government what to do and how to act 
In those areas. To the extent that this relationship 
becomes inverse— to that extent democracy is lost and

Advance is - being™ Interrogated under “the McCarranAct 
not because of the possible political associations of 
acme of Its members, but because of positions whlah It 
has taken and argued for. Much of Its work has been 
in the area of civil rights, and wo are quite familiar 
with Advance for Its willingness to participate in 
demonstrations when called for, its work in Initiating 
various protests and investigations, its attampts to 
keep what la happening in the South before the nubile. 
We have not always agreed with them, but ws have not 
always agreed with anybody, and this is not a special 
distinction.

Mr. Da 11 1 s firm attack on 
the Foreign Aid bill, as being both constitu¬ 
tionally illegal and an unreasonable drag on 
our economy met violent vocal objections from 
some members of the committee. 

The Colonel stated that our Constitution does 
not provide for foreign aid In any manner and 
that Congress has no legal power to hand over 
American tax money overseas to any foreign 
government. Dali declared It Is tragic to 
spend more for industrial development in for¬ 
eign lands and thereby increase competition 
for our own domestic enterprises. He pointed 
out that our government owes about 100 bill¬ 
ion dollars more than all the rest of the 
nations of the Free World. 

Dali's position that frantic American spend-

There will be a more 
realistic and pragmatic approach to international problems but our cow¬ 
ering subservience to the Soviet may not change much because of the 
growing power of the Soviet Union, thanks to American "mistakes." 

America is, in fact, becoming in effect a Soviet satellite and only 
strong anti-communist leadership can save us—a type of leadership 
utterly alien to Lyndon Johnson. A great deal of anti-Soviet grandstand¬ 
ing may appear, but basic corrections of our underlying weaknesses are 
not to be expected. *

PATRIOTS therefore 11 find both good and bad in the change. It is 
good that the worst political elements in the country will lose in power, 
but it is bad that they will retain any at all. It is good that the 
speed of our decline will be slowed, but bad that it will not be stopped.

I once saw a dear Sister demonstrate to her class the 
power of unity. She took a piece of strong rope, and 
asked the strongest boys in her class to try to break it. 
Each one tried—and failed. Then she unwound the rope 
into all its weak filaments, and showed how each could 
be snapped easily by an infant. "Wound together,” she 
said, "the rope cannot be broken. Alone, each strand can 
be torn without effort.” 

And that brings me to all the patriotic Right organiza¬ 
tions in this country. I belong to, and support, practically 
all of them, for I am now desperately worried about my 
country’s freedom and future. Of necessity, the amount I 
send each is small, for there are so many of them. They 
come and go, these fine and struggling organizations, 
because they do not have enough financial backing, or 
enough power alone. And that is exactly what the Liberal/ 
Communist Establishment wants! We are playing into 
its hands. As Benjamin Franklin said so eloquently, "We 
must hang together, or hang separately.” 

The situation in America is now so dire that it is no 
longer a question IF the Right groups should get to¬ 
gether. It is the most pressing of all necessities. We have 
all seen "conservative” Senators pushed into supporting 
legislation ruinous for America, because they have been 
impressed by the single-striking might of the "liberal” 
enemy, and they have become reluctantly convinced that 
this enemy speaks for the majority of the American peo¬ 
ple, whereas it speaks only for a vicious and treacherous 
minority whose one aim is to Communize our country. 
Not for the Liberal/Communists hundreds of little, strug¬ 
gling groups!

This fund could support 
a Liberty Lobby, whose members would be calling con¬ 
stantly on Senators and Representatives, and impressing 
them with the fact that the country is conservative, not 
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Liberal/Communistic, and urging their support of bTfls^ 
for the benefit of America. There, in that central office,'' 
the various candidates and their records could be studied 
by an alert group, before endorsement in their own com¬ 
munities. 1 am sure that few Congressmen are traitors; 
they are merely misinformed about the real temper of our 
people, and their desires, and the misinformation is given 
to them by the Liberal/Communist enemy. 

Such a central office, adequately staffed by an adequate 
fund, would have its Liberty Lobby to which conservatives 
of both major political parties would have access, and to 
which they could report dangerous pending bills in their 
communities and ask for help. Such an office, and such a 
Lobby, would become a formidable power in behalf of 
America and our Constitution. Congressmen would be 
compelled to listen—as they now listen to the enemy. 
Moreover, and most important, it could decide Presi¬ 
dential elections.

It is true that all conservatives are individualistic—for 
conservatives„are mighty individualists. I, myself, belong 
to patriotic organizations whose minor aims are not mine, 
though their major aims‘are so truly mine. Let us take a 
lesson from the enemy. He ranges all the way from the 
brightest Communist scarlet to the palest pink, and there 
are secret little quarrels with his colleagues. But when 
the main idea is presented—the end of our American way 
of life—the scarlets and the pinks get together and ’’hush 
their mouths.”

A LIBERTY LOBBY IS NEEDED

Washington, D. C is an occupied city. It has been cap¬ 
tured by an aggressive coalition of minority special inter¬ 
est pressure groups. The federal government is the obedient 
servant of its captors, which band together as the occasion 
demands to manipulate government force in order to pry 
from the majority of Americans special privilege and 
power. 

There are economic, religious, racial and foreign pres¬ 
sure groups set up in Washington, all of them extremely 
well-organized and well-financed. Although not all of these 
minority special interest pressure groups are consistently 
inimical to American interests, in principle the system is 
bad. The entire system needs to be thrown out and a truly 
libertarian system re-established which will be in the in¬ 
terests of all the people, not just some. 

The Augean Stables need to be cleaned. A Second Amer¬ 
ican Revolution is needed. But this presents many prob¬ 
lems the main one being simply that our side is not yet 
nearly strong enough nor well-organized enough. 

In the meantime, how can we cope with these grasping 
pressure groups? We must compete with them. We must 


fompete with them on their own terms until such time as 
the entire pressure group system can be eliminated and 
government re-established in consistency with American 
•traditions. 

I Such a strategy requires the establishment of a beach¬ 
head on the battleground of Washington; an actual office 
joust be set up. ready, willing and able to lock horns with 
'the minority special interest pressure groups. Such an office 
fnust be backed up by thousands of voters. It will contact 
legislators on matters deemed vital to America by speaking 
jfor the citizen's whole and long-range interest, rather than 
jhis limited and shortsighted temporary interest. It will be 
a lobby for liberty and national sovereignty; a LIBERTY 
tj.OBBY! 

| At present there are a few offices and individuals in 
Washington which do good work insofar as their limited 
{activities allow. But a much larger and truly coordinated 
effort is needed, one which will utilize the cooperative 
(effort of all of our big patriotic groups. With the backing 
.of the membership of the biggest dozen or so of groups a 
[LIBERTY LOBBY will be in a position to speak out firmly 
for the right. 

| A LIBERTY LOBBY will complement and supplement 
{he grass-roots work of the various new party groups and 
political action groups. Far from there being any conflict 
between the two types of operations, the LOBBY will work 
at the "top"—right at the seat of federal power—while 
the erass-roots groups will continue their essential work 
at the "bottom"—at the precinct and district level. Each 
cvpe of operation will benefit the other. And together they 
will be far stronger than alone. 

I A LIBERTY LOBBY will also bring Northern and 
Southern groups together for political anion. This will 
pave the wav for the long-overdue formal coalition of con¬ 
servative forces which is so desperately needed. 

I United, the patriotic forces in America can outstrip even 
the most aggressive and vocal of the minority special in¬ 
terest oressure groups. This is because every patriot-mem¬ 
ber of the LIBERTY LOBBY will be an active and out¬ 
spoken member. Such is by no means the case with the 
ijiurii-feared labor lobby, or teachers' lobby, or the racial 
lobbies. Most individual members of these lobbies are 
themselves too good Americans to want special favors and 
Hand-outs at government expense. In spite of their bom¬ 
bast. the minoritv special interest pressure group bosses do 
•tot speak for all of their members.
